Four  years  ago  we  came  to  Westwood 
High  School  as  a  new  freshman  class,  the 
lowest  of  the  underclassmen.  Starting  with 
September  orientation  day,  we  began  the 
slow  and  difficult  transition  from  junior 
high  to  high  school.  We  were  bombarded 
with  school  maps,  confusing  computer 
schedule  print-outs,  and  an  occasional 
"wrong  direction"  from  some  sarcastic  up- 
perclassman.  Our  first  year  took  place 
amidst  the  confusion  of  school  construc- 
tion, eating  lunch  in  home  rooms,  and  try- 
ing to  go  up  the  up-staircase,and  not  up  the 
down-staircase.  Our  officers:  President 
Donald  Fitzpatrick,  Vice-President  Kathy 
Berkland,  Secretary  Linda  Clancy,  and  Trea- 
surer John  Atchue,  worked  enthusiastically 
on  a  Bruin's  raffle  that  brought  money  to 
our  non-existing  treasury.

With  Seniors  Margaret  Geary,  Paul  Silvernnan,  June 
Kinsman,  Jim  Cook  and  Rob  Murphy  forming  a  talented  and 
dedicated  surrounding  nucleus,  the  CHEESE  reached  its  peak 
with  a  special  24  page  Thanksgiving  issue  (after  which  the 
Co-Editors  suffered  simultaneous  nervous  breakdowns  and 
ulcers,  semi-retiring  to  regroup  a  new  staff  to  guide  the  paper 


to  the  end  of  the  year). 

On  January  11,  the  CHEESE  staff  attended  the  American 
International  College  Scholastic  Press  Forum  in  Springfield, 
the  paper's  first  contest  in  its  three  year  history. 

Competing  against  51  other  high  school  newspapers  from 
New  York,  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  the  CHEESE  was 
awarded  a  second  place  trophy  for  "overall  excellence,"  a  first 
place  plaque  for  "Complete  Coverage  of  Campus  News,"  a  first 
place  plaque  for  "National  and  International  News"  and  a 
verbal  award  from  an  AlC  Journalism 
Professor:  "The  Sacred  Cheese  is  one  of 
the  top  two  or  three  high  school 
newspapers  in  the  northeastern  United 
States." 

The  trio  of  Bob  Moses,  Mitchell 
Katler  and  Stephen  Karp  has  already 
produced  two  creditable  issues,  and  will 
pilot  the  paper  next  year. 

Footnote:  Talented  and  tireless  Mr. 
Michael  Milan  of  the  Art  Dept.  worked 
patiently  with  two  separate  staffs  of  the 
CHEESE  in  1974-75.  His  creativity, 
enthusiasm  and  the  work  of  his  artists 
were  major  reasons  why  the  CHEESE 
was  an  award-winning  newspaper. 


The  Harlequin  took  on  a  whole  new  look  this  year.  The  entirp  concept  was 
revitalized  under  advisor  Ellen  Eberly  and  chief  editor  Barbara  Breese.  The  name  of 
the  magazine  was  changed  to  the  "No  Parentheses"  signifying  the  freedom  of  expres- 
sion provided.  Enthusiastic  students  supported  the  break  from  the  standard  "English 
Composition"  literary  magazine  and  submitted  all  sorts  of  unusual  and  original  works. 
There  was  more  written  material,  more  artwork,  music  and  photography  than  ever 
before!  With  invaluable  aid  from  the  mechanical  arts  department,  the  entire  staff 
worked  hard  to  organize  and  release  the  best  issue  ever  of  the  school  magazine,  now
